Italy and Pern -Organization of the 
British War 
Office. 

J London, Aug. 20. —The aeoretory of 
abate for the colonies, Hon. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, answering a quoationpub to him by 
Mr. William JohnBon in tho Houao of Com- 
mons to-day, aaid : " Tbo negotiations 
which have boon going on botweon Canada 
and Newfoundland, looking to the incorpor- 
ation of that province into the Dominion, 
were now In abeyanoo owing to the indisposi- 
tion of Canada to acoopfc the liabilities cf 
Newfoundland." In anowor to farther 
questions as to whother tho government 
would be able to aid the colony ovor tho 
coming financial difficulties which presented 
an obatucle to tho union, Mr. Chamberlain 
aaid : " No ; lb moans that tho taxpayers 
of this oountry would bo burdened with tho 
oost." 

Reinforcomentn of troops for Cuba em- 
barked to-day at Bircolona. 

Tho Diario de AvIbob, of Corunna, Btatoa 
thab. tho Spaniah government will relin- 
quish its intention of sending 2o.000 addi- 
tional reinforcements to tho Island of Cuba 
d Ootober, and adds that Captain General 
Martinez de Campos has declared he will 
resign if the government inBiats upon ap- 
pointing a lieutenant-general for the island 
of Cuba. 

Count Matsngata, Japanese miniator of 
finanoo, has resigned. 

Lo Figaro referring to tho situation in 
Cubs, has expressed the opinion that it 
would be bebter for Spain to grant adequate 
autonomy to the island in order to put an 
end to the separatist movemont, than con- 
tinue an onerous conflict after which, oven 
if victorious, she would be obliged to ro- 
dresa the grievances of the inhabitants. 

A special dispatch to Le Figaro from 
Rome contradicts tho report that the Pope 
intends to establish a nunoiature in the 
United States. 

Le Journal of Paris expresses a doubt as 
to the authenticity of the rumors regarding 
tho opproaohlng reoall of U. S. Ambassador 
Eustia owing to the alow progress he haa 
mado in investigating the case of Mr. John 
L. Waller, formerly U. S. oonaul at Toma- 
tive.

At the inqneab to-day upon the remains of 
Gertrude Mayeton, who was shot and 
killnd by her husband, after which the lat- 
ter attempted auioide and la now in the hos- 
pital, the evidence showed that tho de- 
ceased was formerly a member of the Gaiety 
Theabre company, under the atago namo of 
Gcrtfi Hilyer, and that sho played In Am- 
erica In, 1894, nnder the management of Mr. 
Hsnry Abbey. It wbb alao shown at the 
inquest that aho was the daughter oi a 
naval captain and that ahe married a cab 
driver. Jealouey is supposed to have been 
the causa of tho tragedy and on American 
named Simpson was mentioned as frequent- 
ly Bonding her money. 

An editorial in the Times this morning 
approves the statement made in tho House 
of Lorda by the Marqula of Lanedowne, aeo- 
retary of state for war, upon the organiza- 
tion of tho war office, but asks an explana- 
tion of the necessity of two boards instead 
of a single consultative council presided over 
by the Secretary oi State. " In the hands 
oi a masterful and sagacious commander," 
the Times adds, " tho plan seema not un- 
likely to roauBoitate tho supremo authority 
hold by the Commandor-in-Chief under 
tho old ayatem." 

A Berlin deapatoh to tho Standard Bays 
thab it is reported bhat Japan will build two 
naval forte at Ominabi, in Acknori, and ob 
Yoiko hay, in the Loo Choo islands. It is 
further reported that bho Mikado will Bend 
a squadron of his best, mon of war on a 
cruising expedition to Europe and America. 

Tho Standard's correspondent at Vienna 
says thab a bacteriological examination 
proveB that Asiatic cholera exists ab Tarno- 
pol, Galioia. Several cases and bhrco deaths 
havo heon reported. 

A year ago the Caoerisb police murdered 
LuiB Gluffra in Lima, Poru, and have gone 
without trial Binco. Tho Italian miniator 
demanded on inquiry into the cobo, Giuffra 
being an Italian citizen, bub dolaya and 
evaeivo onawora havo been given him. Now 
bho hoadlesB body of bho victim haa been 
found. The nowspapors here say thab tho 
honor of Peru donianda a conviction of thoBO 
guilty of the murder.

— The international seed 
ialr wob opened hero to-day in presence of 
tho Imperial representative The estimates 
proBented place the Amorioan wheat crop at 
390,000,000 bushels; rye, 21,500,000 ; malz^, 
2,427.000,000 ; Canadian wheat, 62,000,000 
bushels ; India whoat, 6,278,000 bona against 
0,929,000 tonB in 1894 Amorioa'B maize 
orop ia roughly estimated ot 1,000,000,000 
buBhols, larger than in 1894 Compared with 
'94, tho'decreases inGroat Britain aro ; wheat, 
37 percent. ; barley 00 per cont. and oata 
25 per cent. Tho deoroaaea In Franoo are 
estimated at : whoat, 22 per oonb. ; rye, 20 
por cont, and oata 20 per cont. Tho do- 
orcaaoa in Bavaria ore estimated ab : wheat, 
35 por cent; rye, 40 per cent.; barley 50 
por oonb. and oata 45 por cent, Tho Austro- 
Hungary percentages for whoat and oatBaro 
better, but ryo le decidedly lower. In the 
Southooab countries of Europo the percent' 
agea are mostly better, Wolioohla and Boa 
aarabio averaging 60 per cent. Increase, 
Tboao ore the moat remarkable changes, and 
similar comparative tables havo been pre 
pared for the whole of Europe.

At last night's city council mooting all the 
board wore proaont, and the llab of buaineaa 
waa disposed of wibh exceptional celerity.

It waB deolded to pay tho coata agreed 
upon with Hunter & Duff in Hasell and the 
comobory by-law, and W. J. Taylor, olby 
solicitor, wroto Buggoa ting that as soon aa the 
results of tho outside engineer's examina- 
tion of Mr. Wilrnot'a calculations in Cough- 
Ian & Mayo vs. the City are mado, the coun- 
cilor a committee should meet Mr. Taylor 
bo decide whethe: or not an appeal should 
bo taken from Mr. Justico Drake's judg- 
ment. Tho matter of tho oonferonce was 
lefb with the mayor bo arrange. 

M. & L. Young wrote complaining that 
they wore discriminated against in their 
water rate. 

Ald. Cameron soid that the present water 
by law discriminated unfairly and Bhould on 
thab account be altered. 

Ald. Wilson suggested a return to the 
old rates. Tho amendments had been 
mado in the by-law to give peoplo with 
large gardens and lawns a chanoe to get 
enough water to keep them green. 

Ald. Maomili.an was for the pipo front- 
ago tax on property. 

Ald. McLellan poinbed oub that people 
who used metres had in some Instances to 
pay more for wabering bheir lawns bhan peo- 
ple who had no metroa. 

On Aid. Cameron's motion it waB de- 
cided to inform Young BroB. that the coun- 
oll were considering the matter complained 
of in their letter. 

Tom Koine wrote aBklng that the two 
poata marked " private lane " be removed 
from a lane between Lewis and Monzlos 
atreeb, as it waa not private property. 

Ib was referred to the olby aurvoyor and 
abreoba committee to report. 

Mr. Hutoheaon, engineer of the electrio 
light deportmenb, reported thab bhe Wm. 
Hamilton Co. were entitled to five daya' 
pay lor their engine — the time between the 
acceptance of tho eleatric light steam plant 
and ita final taking over. The oompany had 
claimed eighbeen days. 

The reporb ra adopted, 

A number of Oakland estate resldente 
pebltioned for a fire hall and hoae cart and 
the fire wardens reported in favor of grant- 
ing bhe petition, Mr. N. Sabin having given 
a free Bite for the hall. The fire hall would 
oost $160 and the hose and other material 
wore on hand and would be operated by a 
volunteer company, whioh woa organized as 
a result of the meeting laab week. 

Alb. MoLellan spoke strongly in favor 
of adopting tho report, and at the same 
time pub in a word for a hydrant on the 
GoDge road. 

Aid. Bragg and Wilaon, and other mem- 
bers, favored the report, and Aid. Partridge 
pointed out how such a fire hall as suggest- 
ed would greatly relievo the regular depart- 
ment. The report waa adopted. 

The recommendation of the fire wardona 
for $200 for an exerciae wagon waa oorried, 
Aid. Com»ron objecting. 

Horoo racing in the pork was condemned 
by the park committee as dangorous to the 
public, and they recommended that in future 
roolng be prohibited. 

This was adopted. 

Ald. Partridge noted thab the aea wall 
on Dollaa road was gradually being washed 
away, and BUggested that the street commit- 
tee might have men crib with driit wood 
along tho road. 

Ald. Williams referred to bhe James 
Bay mud flab stench as unbearable. Some 
method should if possible be taken to im- 
prove bhis. Ho would alBO liko to see tho 
Dolus road attended to if poBBiblo. 

Ald Bragu spoko up for tho roads in 
North Watd. If there was any money ib 
should boueed to improve tho Btroets. 

Ald. Wilson wonted to havo tho drains 
opening on tho boooh attended bo. 

Ai.d. HUMPHREY feared the retaining 
wall was too costly to tackle this year. 

Ald. McLellan supported Aid. Part- 
ridge in hopping thab somebhing would be 
done to stop the encroaohmonts of tho sea 
on tho Dallas road. 

Ald. Macmillan's motion to tho effect 
that bhat the tax notices eont bo each rate- 
payer have on them the proportion of taxoa 
thab go bo evory department of the oiby, 
waB bhe subjoob of considerable discussion. 
There was aomo difference of op- 
inion aa to how bho matter 
ohould be sot oub, and bhough Aid. Moo- 
millau wanted a veto taken then and thore, 
lb was bhoughb advisable by bho majority to 
lay the motion ovor for a wook. 

Ald Williams suggested to tho Mayor 
that a publia holiday be proclaimed for 
Labor day, and Hia Worship promised to 
conBldor it. 

Tho council adjourned at 10:30.

A smelter is to 
be ready for buBinesi by October 1. It is 
said the Bmelter will be built at Spokane if 
tho railroad company can be persuaded to 
give a satiafaotory rate. If not the smelter 
will probably be built at Trail. There are a 
thousand men in the town and more are 
Hooking in looking for work. This may be 
overdone, for although thriving, Rosaland 
cannot give the whole country a job. 

The War Eagle has stopped shipping ore 
to put in now and better maohinBry. The 
Le Roi has jnst put its 100-horue boiler in 
plaoo. Its eloctrio light plant is in working 
order. 

A good strike was made in tho cliff Thurs- 
day afternoon. Tho Robort E. Loo has a 
shaft down 55 feet and is now in solid ore. 
Good progress Is being made on the Jumbo. 
The Homostake men have let a contraot for 
sinking their shaft 25 feet further ; thia will 
put it down between 50 and 60 feet. They 
are working on the tunnel also. It ia esti- 
mated that they havo a carload of shipping 
ore on the dump.

Prisoner Is Still Behind 
Bars Charged With 
Seduction.

Yeaterday the Full court delivered judg- 
Merit quashing the conviotion againet Rob- 
ert Blythe, who waB Bentonoed to five 
yearB in the penitentiary for the abduotion 
of Belle Rookwood. Juaticoa MeCreight, 
Walkem and Drako were in favor of quash- 
ing the conviction, Chief Justice Davie and 
Mr. Justice Crease dissenting. 

The Chief Justice's diosenting judgment 
was road first and is as follows : 



This case cornea before the Court of Ap- 
peal by way of a cose stated, in purauanco 
of Section 743 of the Code, upon a conviction 
under the Speedy trials act, whereby Robert 
Blythe waa Bontenced to five years' imprison- 
ment in the penitontiary for having, on the 
10th day of July, 1895, at the oity of Vic- 
toria, unlawfully caused to be taken a cer- 
tain unmarried girl, to wit, ono Bollo Rock- 
wood, baing under the age of sixteen years, 
out of tho pnHaeaaion and agnlnaD the will of 
her father, Eugene Rookwood, contrary to 
Section 28.'? of tho Codo. 

Tho trial took place before me, aitting as 
a County court judge, and, aftor conviotion, 
thinking there might bo tome doubt whether 
the taots constituted an offence over which 
tho courts of British Columbia had jurisdic- 
tion, I offered to state this case, and, at the 
request of tho prisoner, Btated tho aamo ac- 
cordingly, respiting moanwhilo theoxecution 
of tho senteDCo. 

The facta, as disclosed by tho stated case 
and the evidence nod correspondence re- 
turned therewith, ohosv that Belle Rook- 
wood, who was fifteen years old on the 17ch 
October last, resided with her parents at 
Port Hadlock in tho State of Washington. 
The prisoner, a married man, living with 
his wife and children at or near the same 
pla.ee, became acquainted with her there, and 
on the 4th March, 1895, when still at Port 
Hadlock, wrote hor that ho was obliged to 
leave at ouoe, being accused of a " mosb hor- 
rible crime," but protesting his innocence. 
In the letter tho prisoner offers to send for 
the girl if Bho will oome to him. The pris- 
oner then wont to Victoria, where he oon- 
tinned oorreBpondenoe with tho young wo- 
man by letters of a seduotive oharacter, ad- 
dressed to and received by hor at her home, 
urgiDg her to come to Victoria and join him. 
In ono letter, dated 22 id May, tho prisonor 
asks the young womau if she will come over 
to him about tho first of July, provided ho 
sends money to bring her over. He remarks 
in his letter that he expects her father and 
uncle would follow them all round tho world 
and " fix me plenty, if you oomo to me, but 
it must all bo done very quietly and under 
other names, you understand " ; and in a 
postscript to another loiter, dated 31et May, 
priconer says : " I understand I am a free 
man now. That woman that I was married 
to has got what she wanted and will, I hear, 
marry Mr. Larson shortly." Tho girl re- 
plied agreeing to come to the prisoner, say- 
ing in one of her lotterB : " If you wiah me 
to coma to you I will do ao j glad onough to 
leave this abominable plaoe." 

Tho prisoner in his letters makes promises 
of marriage, bub, in one letter received by 
the girl beforo Btarting, be jays that he can- 
not marry her before she is eighteen yoars 
old, aa a marriage in British Columbia be- 
fore that age would be unlawful. In his 
letters he mentions tho route by 
which sho is to come, counsels htr 
to register andor an assumed name, and to 
dress herself in a way to appear older than 
she is, and promises to meet her on arrival. 

By her own inclination, as the young 
woman remarks in her evidence, and influ- 
enced by the letters the prisoner had writ- 
ten her, sho left her home on the 10th July, 
1895, with the intention of joining the 
prisoner, who had sent her money to pay 
hor fare to Victoria. She truvolled from 
Port Hadlock to Port Townsend, a distance 
of seven milflo, by steamer, and from there 
to Victoria, the same day, by tho City of 
Kingston, which runs to and from Victoria 
daily. The prisoner mot her on tho arrival 
of the Btoamer ab Victoria, and, as he walked 
from the steamer with the girl, he asked 
her to think seriously of her father, mother 
und sister ;that it was not too late ; tho 
Bteamer returned that evening, and if sho 
wanted to go back she was at perfeob liberty 
to do so. _ The girl's reply was that she 
would rather Btay with him, and he then 
took her to a restaurant, and afterwards to 
a houeo on Esquimalt road, whero ho intro- 
duced hor uu hia wife, and remained with 
her that night. 

Tho dieousaion of the caao before tire 
Court of Appeal, has removed any doubt 
which I entertained to the propriety of 
tho conviction. 

Section 283 of tho code onactc that every- 
one is guilty of a mlBdemoanor and liable to 
five yoars imprisonment who unlawfully 
takoB or causeB to bo taken any unmarried 
girl being under the age of Bixteen years out 
of tho possession und against tho will of her 
iathor or mothor, or of any other person 
having the lawful care or oharge ot hor. 
Tho corresponding clause oi this section waa 
tho 9 Goo. iv,, chap. 31, bcc 20, uDder 
which it has boon repeatedly hold to afford 
no defence that tho taking was with tho 
girl's consent or evon at hor express request, 
for, as rental hod by Maulo, J., in K. v, 
Kipps, 4 Cox, C.C., ICS, " tho law throws a 
protection about young persona, of the sex 
and within the ago Bpoolbod by tho statute. 
It has been determined by tho legislature 
that at that ago young femalos urn not able 
to protoct thomselvos or givo any binding 
consent to a mattor of this description." 
Consequently tho Canadian codo adds to the 
provisions of Bection 283 obove quoted : *' 2 
Icisimmatorial whother the girl ta tuken with 
hor own consont or ut hor own suggestion or 
not." 

Tho present case turns on two pointa : 
1. Was tho girl taken out of the poesoBalon 
of hor father by tho prisoner J 2 If so, 
whore did that taking occur ; in British 
Columbia or in tho State of Washington 1 

That the girl was taken by tho prisoner 
from hor father's poasoBsion, thero can, I 
think, be no question. A manual taking is 
not required, it is sufficient if, by poroua- 
8iin, tho girl loave th<i poaBeasion — R. vs. 
Kipps, 4 Cox C. C, 1C7— and there oan bo 
no doubD of tho persuasion hero — wholhercf 
tho lotterB or what took place on the meet- 
ing at Victoria. 

But it iB urged that tho persuasion, which 
is a constituent portion of tho effjneo, cor.- 
aiBtod of tho letters, whioh wore all rocoived 
in tho foreign jurisdiction, aud henae, aB a 
material portion of tho offence took place 
abroad ; that the young woman when Bho 
arrived in Victoria had alieady abandoned 
her father's possession, and that tho prison- 
er waB guilty of no offence which our law 
could reach in taking hor from tho Btoamer. 
In faot, It waa not a taking at all. Tho girl 
waa free, and out of hor father's possession ; 
wont with tho prisoner voluntarily, and, bo 
far from any pereuiBion being than exsr- 
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c B)d by the prisoner, he distinotly bade her 
think of father, mother, and home, and re- 
turn by the steamer If ahe saw fit. 

I am entirely unable to assent to this 
reaaaning. The taking referred to by the 
atatute iB the aotual taking. The blandish- 
ments and allurements whioh may have 
prepared the mind of tho girl to willingly 
submit to or court tho taking, although per- 
haps, aa in this case, highly immoral, are 
not themselvea punishable. Until some 
overt act on the parb of the prisoner, there 
is a locus penitential, und he may recedo 
from hiu intended crimo. So the 
prisonor hero, if instoad of tak- 
ing tho girl to the reBtauract, and 
then to her destruction, had insisted that 
sho abandon the evil purpoBO to whioh ho 
had boon alluring hor, aud return to her 
frioude ; had ho even kept away from tho 
plaoe of mooting, ho would have oommittcd 
no criminal offonce, whother in Washington 
or here. The very reply of the girl that sho 
would rat hor stay with the prisoner, to his 
highly suggostive intimation chat she was at 
perfoot liberty to return homo by tho aamo 
atoamor which brought hor, showa that 
thoro wero just tho two alternatives in her 
mind — eithor to stay with tho priaonor, or 
roturn to her homo. So, if tho priaonor hud 
nob taken tho girl from the Bteamer aho 
would have returned homo, and there tho 
mattor would have ended. 

Id R. vb. Mycook, Willes, J., says : 
" The father has constructive possession of 
the girl bo long aa she has an intention of re- 
turning to him, and, aa remarked in the 
oaae of R. vb. Mankletow, presently re- 
ferred to, that constructive possession is not 
severed by a renouncement of posaeBsion 
conditional upon the prisoner meeting hor 
at a particular place and taking her away." 

In R. vs. Mankletow, tho girl, by appoint- 
ment, mob the prisoner at a place two miles 
dietant from her father's homo. Thai case 
is reported in three places, viz : Doarsloy's 
C. C, p. 159; 22 L. J., M. 
C , 115 ; and 6 Cox C. C, p. 
143 It was decided by a bench of six 
judges : Jervis, C. J., Parke, B , Aldor- 
son, B., Wrightman, B., Crosswell und 
Coleridge, J J ; wus arguod by eminent 
counfol for tho prisoner, and iB tho only 
oase I can find where similar questions to 
those arising here are exhaustively discuss- 
ed. The other oases are trials at as z s, 
where hurriod diota are given by tin. ure- 
siding judge as governing the faotB II tho 
particular caBe in hand. Chief JuBtico Jer- 
via in R. va. Mankletow, says : " So lone 
as the girl continues a member of her 
father'a family, and ia under hia control, 
ahe ia in his posBOBsion " ; and Parke, B , na 
reported in " Dearsley," romarka : "Sup- 
posing the girl to havo abandoned her 
father's possession, and the prisoner then to 
take her away, it would not oomo within 
the statute. But suppose she conditionally 
abandoned tho possession oi her father 
under the impression that the prisoner 
would be at a certain point to take her 
away, that would not be a determination of 
her father's poaaesaion." 

That8oems to me preoiBoly what ocourrod 
here. The girl conditionally abandoned tho 
posaesBion of her father under the impression 
that the prisoner would bo at a certain point 
to take her away ; but, as remarked by 
Baron Parke, " That would not be a deter- 
mination of the father'a poaaeaaion." 

Tho Law Journal, roports Jorvls, C.J., aa 
saying : " The facts of thla caao Bhow that 
there waa a continuing possession in the 
father. The girl, by tho prisoner's persua- 
sion, left her father's house for the particu- 
lar purpose of meeting the prisoner ; if she 
had net mot him she would have returned 
home ; tho possession of tho father, there- 
fore, waB only conditionally ronouncod ; by 
the aob of taking, the prisoner severed the 
connection between tho girl and her father, 
and bo took bor oub of his possession." 

In Cox, C C, Chief Justice Jervis ia re- 
ported aa saying : " The girl left her house 
by tho prisoner'a persuasion, for the particu- 
lar purposo of meeting tho prisoner at an ap- 
pointed pluco, aud, until that purposo was 
accomplished, tho control and possession of 
tho father continued ; if Bhe had not met 
the prisonor, sho would have returned 
home, bub ho interferes and persuades her 
to go with him, and sho doea so, and ho 
takes hor bundle and puta it with his own in 
the box. By these acts all care and control 
on tho part of the father is determined, and 
at that tinio the prisoner takes her out of 
bho poesepsion of her father." To tho quo- 
tion, thoi', " When did the taking out of 
tho father's possession occur "J I answer, 
" At Victoria, when the prisoner mat tho 
girl at the boat and took her from thoro." 

Tho fact of tho prisonor, boforc tuking 
her to tho restaurant, reminding her 
oi homo and tolling hor that aho waB at per- 
foot liborty to roturn thoro was, It eeoms to 
me, a most offootivo way of alluring and 
porsuading tho girl to go with him, instead 
of going home, just as elfeativo as if ho hud 
then repoated ovory word which he had 
written in his Iettors. 

So that, casting out of consideration for 
tho moment, tho lotterB und everything 
which had occurred previous to tho girl's 
coming here, we havo the fact that tho 
prisonor know fh ac tho girl had loft hor 
homo that Bau.-i day with the idou 
of meeting him ; with thia knowledge 
ho moots her at, and takes hor from, tho 
boat, alluring her to accompany him, ovonb- 
ually, to tho house on the Esquimalt road, 
liagun, continued and onded iu British Col- 
umbia, I cannot conceive what is wanted to 
complete hie crimo. Tho girl had come to a 
foreign jurisdiction ; but what difforenco 
can that make ? It Is nob suggeated that 
the law relating to tho custody of children 
iadifforent, and, until it is shown to be so, is 
proaumod to be the Bnmo (MoHtyn vs. Fab- 
rigas, 8m, L. C , p. 684), and the father's 
poBaesBion would have been enforced here 
as well aa thoro. It is no more an 
extraordinary thing for a young woman 
to tako a trip to Port Townsond or 
Port Hadlook than it would bo to Maplo 
Bay or Salt Spring island. You would tako 
n steamer either way ; tho diBtanco is about 
tho same, and thn tlmo oceupiod on the trip 
about aa long. You would not think that a 
young girl taking tho latter trip had thereby 
nocoaaarily abandoned her father's poeaoa- 
aion, although sho had gone thero to moot 
her lover and might possibly elope with him, 
and why Bhould you bo consider, because, In- 
stead of going to Salt Spring island or Maplo 
Bay, sho goes to Port Townsend or Porb 
Hadlook or vice voraa? The imaginary 
boundary line oan muko no difference 

I grant that if tho prisoner bad known 
nothing of the girl's parentago, and if sho 
had apparently boon a waif and atray, he,

WANTED A LEADER. 

There appoars to be in the British Liberal 
party a pretty strong opposition to continu- 
ing Lord Rosebery ob leader. It is openly 
and loudly a&id that he as a leader was a 
failure, and ha is made to bear a good deal 
of the odium of the late disastrous defeat. 
It is now said that Lord Roaebory was in 
the minority in his own cabinet, and that 
tho policy of hie party was nob suoh as he 
would have followed if he had been per- 
mitted to have his own way. How much 
truth there is in this roport it is hard to tell. 
Ib is very dlfficu't to believe that Lord 
Rosebery 18 a man who would remain nomi- 
nally the Leader of a Government when its 
policy wa8 such as did not meet his ap- 
proval. 

There is talk of making Sir Charles Dilke 
leader of tho Liberals. Many of the radical 
seotion of tho party strongly ad- 
vocate his elevation to the position. 
Thore oan be no doubt that very many 
Liberals, both in and out of Parliament, 
would not for a moment Iiston to his boiDg 
placed at the head of their party. Sir 
Charles Dilke, they admit, is a very able 
man, and he has had a long parliamentary 
experience, but were his qualifications for 
tho post moro and higher than they are 
they would not consent to his being placed 
in it. The strength of the Liberal party in 
England is in what is called the middle 
olasB, and it is this olass that, a few years 
ago, condemned Sir Charles Dilke most 
strongly — in fact drove him out of publlo 
lifo for a time — and it docs not appear that 
he is yet, ia the eyes of the great majority 
of that class, rehabilitated. It is, wo think, 
safe to oount upon Lord Rosebery remain 
Ing leador of tho Liberal party some time 
longer. 

BAUD TO CONQUER, 



MANITOBA'S HARVEST. 

The Manitoba harvest is without doubt 
magnificent. All the crops in all sections of 
the provluce have done well. Wheat aver- 
ages in the North- WeBtern district 28 bush- 
eh to tho aore, In the South- Western 2i 6, 
in the North-Central, 25 7, in tho South. 
Central 26 5, and in tho Eastern 24 7— -mak- 
ing an average yield por aero tor the wholo 
provinoe of 25 5. The estimated total yield 
of wheat is 29,139,815 bushels. The average 
yield of oats 45 3 bushels to the aore, of bar 
ley 35.8, of peaB 25, of flax 15, and of rye 22, 
The orop of oats ia estimated at $21,887,416 
buehe'.B, of barley 5,507,310 bushels, of tlax 
1,240,020 bushels, of rye 62,810 bushels, and 
of peas 24,250 bushels. This makes 
the whole grain crop of Manitoba to be 
57,861,621 bushels. Hay has turned out 
well, though tho yield per aore is not so 
large considering the heaviness of the grain 
crop, as one might expect. Tho highest 
yield Ib two tons to the aore and the lowest 
one and a third, 

Happily the grain has not suffered much 
from tho early froatB. The report pub in 
circulation a few days ago greatly 
aggorated the damage done. Harvest com- 
menced about the 10th of the present month 
and wasoxpooted to be general by the 18th 
The crop bulletin from whioh the above 
figureB were taken, says that as many as 
5,700 harvoBb hands were wanted. This is 
a heavy demand and is hardly likoly to bo 
fully supplied. 

AN ELECTION PROPHET. 

Now that the contest is over, it is amus 
ing and not a little edifying to road the pre 
dictions that were made respecting the re- 
sult of tho elootion in Westmoreland, N. B, 
The Sb. John Daily Tolegraph, whioh ia on 
tho wholo, as Opposition newspapers go, 
moderate, said in its leading artlolo of the 
17th, just a week before the election : 

We observo by the Moncton Transoripb 
that Mr. Powell is mooting with a cool re 
ception in bhoso districts of tho county of 
Westmorland in whioh he haB alropdy 
spoken. This ia something that was to 
have been oxpootod, for why should any 
Weetmoreland elector become enthusiastic 
over Mr. Powell or tho Government which ho 
proposes to support? Mr. Powell, if he 
was the beBt man in the world oaghb to be 
defeated as the supporter of an imbocllo 
government, but as Mr. Powoll Ib by no 
means tho bosb choico that oven tho Con- 
servatives of Westmoreland could have 
mado, hla doleat ought to bo doubly cor 
tain." 

Thia waB written on Friday. Tho nows 
from Westmoreland on Saturday and Sun 
day must hove choerod the heart of tho Grit 
editor, for on Monday he assumed a much 
moro conudonb tono. He said 

The Government are now beginning to 
realize tho stupondoua blunder they made 
in opening Westmoreland at the present 
time. No doubb thoir plan would have 
worked woll enough if tho Liberals of Woat 
moroland had boen supine or indifferent, 
but as thoy wore prompt to place a man in 
tho Sold to oppose Mr. Powoll, and are giv 
ing Mr. Killam an enthusiastic Bupport, 
tho Tories find themBelvoa in a dilemma 
from whiuh thoro is no escape. Whab will 
thoy say In the West when ib ia known that 
the huge majority of 2,100 whioh Mr. 
Wood had at the last eleotion haa uttorly 
disappeared or haa boon reducod to a van 
ishing point, 

Prosuming that the Tolograph editor 
meant whab ho wrote ib waa he that com 
mibtod "a stupendous blunder" in venturing 
such confident assertions respooting tho 
Btato of political opinion in the county, and 
not the Government in making its 
seat in the House of Commons vaoanb, 
Although tho Liberals wore so prompb and 
energotic, and although Mr. Powell waa bo 
unpromising a candidate, tho ConBorvativoa 
carried tho seat by a fory handtome major, 
ity. The Conservative majority haa not dis 
appearod and olght hundred is vary far from 
fcha vanlBhlng point. What will the roadors 
of the Tolegraph think of its editor's dis 



that the Old Land is the best place in the 
world, and that if Englishmen would only 
unbend a little more, and be a little lcaa re- 
aervr (1, thoy too would bo vory tolerable. 

The Standard nob only acknowledgoa the 
kinship of Americana to Englishmen, but 
seoma proud of their trano-Atlantio rela- 
tions. Ib welcomes them heartily and telle 
them that they cannot come too often or in 
too great numbers. 

A NEW DISINFECTANT. 

A new disinfectant has been discovered. 
Ib ie oalled Piotet's gaa. It ia a mixture of 
sulphuroua und ourbonio acid gases. Its 
power of diffusion is said to be 12,000 times 
that of hydrogen. Tho medical authority of 
tho Europoan edition of tho New York 
Herald Bpeaka of its action in the following 
torma : 

In an hour's time every microbe, even tho 
most resistant, is killed, no matter what tho 
obataoles to penetration may bi. For in- 
stance, active germs of typhoid fever, cholera 
and anthrax were cultivated on rogs, ^vhioh 
were placed between the leaves of a buok 
which was surrounded with a oloth, tied up 
and placod in a box, placed, in turn, between 
matbreaaoB strapped In a bundle. Under 
these conditions, after an hour's time, all 
tho germs wero destroyed. As rogards the 
BporeB, whioh ore, aa overyono knowB, ex- 
tremely rofraotory, and on which tho greater 
number of antiseptics have no aotion, an ex- 
posure of about throe houro is necessary. 
Thia gas appears to have no deleterious ef- 
feob on the tissuos with which it is brought 
in contact. In rooms in whiuh sulphurous 
aoid had Uf o living microbes the presence cf 
Piotet's gaa even for a vory ahort time de- 
stroyed them. ExporimentB which Kooh, 
of Berlin, ia said to have mado with Piotet'a 
gas are ia complete accordance with tho re- 
BultB obtained by M. d'ArBonvil. 

Thia newo ia very important to physicians 
and sanitarians, though full details cf ex- 
periments with tho gas have nob yeb come to 
hand. Piotet'a gaa would Boom to be the 
perfection of a disinfectant.

The Frenoh do not appear to bo making 
much progress in the conqueat of Madagas- 
car. The country is very diflioult to pene- 
trate, and ib is to foreigners moat unhealthy. 
The French army has, ib appoars, been 
spending most of its time making a road to 
the interior through a belt of dense forest. 
The task Ib an arduous one in any oase, and 
tho presence of an enemy makes it harder. 
It does not appear, however, that the Mala- 
geBe are making muoh active resistance. 
Thoy seom to bo holding back in order to 
permit General Fever to get in hla work. 
And by all accounts he has not been idle. A 
very considerable proportion of the invad- 
ing army ia in hospital, and many soldiers 
have been Bent home invalided. What the 
mortality haB been is nob known, bub it 
haB likely been quite as great aa it would 
have been if the army had enoountered a> 
stout resistance in a healthy country. 

But It is certain that the Fronoh will in 
the end sucoeod. The Governmenb of France 
cannot afford to fail. If the expedition were 
obliged to return without taking possession 
of the oapital of the island and bringing the 
whole of it under aubjeation to France, the 
military prestigo of the country would re- 
ceive a severe shock. The people would be- 
moBb indignant, and the Government, and 
perhaps the Ropublio itself, would nob bo 
ablo to withstand the outburst of thoir 
wrath. Madagascar must now become part 
of the dominions of Franco no matter what 
price is paid for ib. Whether it will bo 
worth to the country what lb may oosb is 
moro than doubtful. Franco is nob a good 
colonizer and Madagascar is a vory difficult 
country to oolonize. 



AMERICAN TRAVEL. 

A very large number of Amoricans are 
visiting Europe this year. Tho stream of 
travel across tho Atlantic is large and it ia 
oontinuouB, It ia almost unnecessary to say 
that a vory large proportion of tLsAmeri 
oans w'io cross the Atlantic visk Great 
Britain. It ia the land of thoir foreftahors, 
its history Is to a groab extenb their history, 
and it is bub naturaljto conclude that Intolli 
gent Americana of British extraction havo a 
desire to bob tho Old Country before thoy die, 
The London Standard, In an artiole on the 
eubjoob, says 

It is not surprising, then, that aa soon as 
thoy havo " mado thoir pilo," or are on tho 
way to making it, the first thing Americans 
think cf ia a visit to Europe, and, most of 
all, bo the Old Land. Ib haa boon eaid, that 
tho strongest wish of every American la to 
bo an Englishman. But, if thoy only knew 
it, they are Englishmen. All rightly con 
atituted Englishmen rogard Amorioana as 
their kith and kin ; trnd it is bub natural 
that rhoy should desire to establish und 
strengthen their relationship with a land 
that has been great for a thousand years, 
the land of Alfred, of Shakeapoare, of Bacon, 
of Milcon, of Newton, of Pitt, of Nelson, of 
Scott. Hence, thoy come hither in thouBanda 
and tens of thousands, bringing with them 
their koon, scrutinising gaze, indulging from 
time to time in thoir apparently (rrevoront 
wit, but nourishing In their hearts all tho 
while deep and tendor roverence for what 
thoy boo, aid brooding with affectionate 
sympathy ovor tho visible relics of the by- 
gono life of tho raco from whioh thoy thorn- 
Bolves are sprung. Ib ia Amoricans, rather 
than Englishmen, who lingor lovingly 
amid tho walla and undent houses of 
Chester, who vislb Stratford-on-Avon with 
strong family and national feelings, and who 
gaze on Oxford with an almost envious sigh. 
For, like ourselves, the AmedoanB are a 
sontimontnl poople ; and thero Is no senti- 
ment bo profound as affection and reveronoo 
for tho Past. They love our green Colds, 
our lanes full of flowers, our woods full of 
birds, our winding atroams, our accessible 
hills and downs, our miniature lakes, whioh 
you can take to your hoare, our miniaturo 
waterfalls, to whoso music ono oan Iiston 
without being stunned and doafoncd. De- 
termined not to betray what thoy imagine 
some would doom an unpatriotic delight, 
they may sometimes affeob to belittle an Is- 
land whioh is so small they aro " afraid leab 
thoy should fall off lb." Bub, in bholr hearb 
of hearts, England Ib for them the contra of 
tho unlverae— their orodle, their home, and 
it would by thorn bo gladly acoepted as 
thoir sopulohre. Free from affootation

The Chinese .Benevolent Society Pre 
aenta sti Address— A Disloyal 
Fire Alarm Box. 

Chinatown waB honored yesterday with 
an informal viBib from His F.xoellonoy the 
Governor-General and his party, tho latter 
on this oooaeion including the Countess, 
Lord Haddo, Lady Marjorie, Hon. Dudley 
and Archie Gardon, the Misses IMonk — two 
lady friends who are ab present quests of 
tho vice regal occupants of Carey Caatlo — 
Mr. ForgUBon, Dr. Gibson and Rev. Dr. 
Weldon of Harrow. Their esoorb for the 
trip was headod by Hia Worahip the Mayor, 
with Aid. MoLollan and Chief of Police 
Sheppard ; a detail of the latter's veterans 
mado up tho retinuo. An hour or two waa 
Bpont in " the quarter," whioh for the oc- 
casion had beon swept and brushed and pol- 
ished until ib was unfamiliar territory to the 
oldest inhabitant, und tho distinguished vis- 
itors had tho satisfaction of seeiDg much 
that was new und atrango and interesting to 
them — from the josB house down to tho 
funny llttlo Trilby- footod ladies who enjoy 
the distinction of having seb the fashion as 
to bloomora several edd thousand years ago. 

The party started out from tho oity hall 
shorty after 3:30 o'olock and made their first 
call ab the Tai Yuen establishment, where 
tho ontire process of cooking and proparing 
opium waB explained and illustrated, Then 
31 Cormorant stroob was vieited, and tho 
stooks of 'ioh Bilks and ornate gold ombroid 
cries, as well as many ruro plecos of China- 
ware thin as paper and costly articles of 
Oriental bric-u bruc, elicited expressions of 
surpriae and admiration. The rooms of the 
Chinese Benevolent Soolety were the next 
stopping place on the tour, and hero, before 
the party passed on to an inspection of tho 
Jobs house above, tho most exquisite tea 
wbb served with due formality, after the 
Chinese onstom. Here too, advantage wbb 
takon of tho oooaBion by the Chinese associa- 
tion to present to His Excellency the first 
addresa whioh he haa reoeived during his 
present informal stay in Victoria. Tho ad- 
dress, to whioh Hia Exoollenoy responded 
gracefully though briefly, was as follows • 

" To His Excellency ihe Right Bern. Sir John 
Campbell Hamilton Gordon, Karl of 
A berdeen, Viscount Formanline ; Baron 
Haddo, Methlic, T area and Keltic ; 
Viscount Gordon of Aberdeen; Baronet 
of Nova Scotia ; P.O , L.L.D , etc.; 
Governor General of Canada and Vice- 
Admiral of the game. 
'* May it Please Your Excellency : — 

*' We the mombora of the Chinese Benevo- 
lent Society of Victoria beg to extend to 
Your Exoellencioa a moat cordial and re- 
apeatful weloome to this city. Although wo 
are the subjects of another empire, we would 
be unworthy of our oountry and of her 
honor were we not to rejoice at tho oppor- 
tunity of assuring the reproaentative of tho 
Queen that we are proud to greet him in 
tnis our adopted country. 

" When we learned of your intention to 
visit our quarter wo could only appreciate 
the good will und klndnoaB whioh prompted 
it, and we are indeed proud of the privi- 
ledge afforded us of meeting Your Excel- 
lenoy in person. 

" We can aaaure Your Excellency of our 
happiness in tho land wo have choson for 
our home ; we have a high regard for the 
administration of its government, and wo 
have learned to up ireolate that law and 
juatloe allow us to partake nf their privi- 
Iegea In common with other cirizenB. We, 
therefore, hail you as the true and good 
friend of the land of our adoption. 

" We would again respectfully express 
our high appreciation of the privilege you 
have afforded ua, and on behalf of our so- 
ciety we tender our moet oordial welcome to 
Your Exoellenoy and your gracious wifo, 
Lady Abordeon. 

" Your Excellency's humble and obedient 
servants. 

(Signed) Yen Kee, 

Wing Kee, 

" Managers, Chinese Bonevolent Soaieby.'/ 

The Mayor, who waa acting as command- 
er-in-chief of tho exploring expedition, had 
roserved as hia coup de main an exhibition 
of tho working of the tire brigade.

Their promptness to roBpond to duty's call 
was duly dwelt upon and then, tho party 
having taken scats on a convenient veran- 
dah, HiB Worship and Hon. Dudley Gordon 
prooooded to signal an alarm from box 125, 
cornor of Government and Fisgard strootB. 

Tho other members of tho party, watohes 
In hand, prepared to fully oppreolate the 
promptness of tho rosponso. • 

Down came tho lovor, but thero was no 
answer from tho big boll at tho city hall. 
Again bhe box was pulled, with no bettor 
result. A third timo the experiment was 
tried, and a third failuro waB sufficient to 
oonvinoa HiBWorship that tho alarm Bystem 
was out of order in ono sootion ab any rato. 
As a next best thing pollco oonstablo No. 7 
was dispatched to tho box a block away, 
and un immediate responso showed that it 
waB nob affeotod by tho local malady of box 
25. Tho department mado u rooord broak- 
Ing run when bhoy finally did get tho call, 
ond their drill on arrival wob a really protby 
ono. 

Tho trip to Chinatown of the vioo-regal 
party waa thereforo a very good thing for 
Vlotoria, Even if the civio authorities wero 
obliged to blush for tho failure of tho alarm 
system, thoy aro glad to admib that it was 
hotter for its dofecta bo bo discovered aa bhey 
wero, bhan when fire imperatively demanded 
tho attention of tho brigade. Forewarned, 
they will seo to it that tho eystom is over- 
hauled at once.

ob in R. v. Prlnnott, 1 F. & F., cr R. v. 
Green and Bates, ■! F. & F , oould not, have 
been considered aa taking her out of her 
father'a poaaeealou ; buD that] h not the 
caao here. Hu knew full well whon he 
met her, whero sho had como from on that 
very day. It is true that in R. vs. Olifior, 
10 Cox C. 0.| 40-t, Baron B-amwoll, a', nisi 
priue, exprcojoa thb oplnicn tba 1 ; "If a 
young woman loaves her f atnor'a house with- 
out uuy porsuusion, inducement or blandish- 
ment held out to her by a man, bo that alio 
has fairly gob away from home, and then 
goes to him, although it may bo his moral 
duty to return her to her parents' custody, 
yet his not doing so la no infringement of 
the act of parliament, for the act does not 
Bay he shall rostore her, but only 
that ho Bhall not take her away." But 
this is u mere obiter dictum, unnecessary, 
for determination oven, of the oaso then in 
hand. If the instanco put by Biron liram- 
well is intendod to iLclude the oaso whore 
tLe man is or brcimes awaro of the parent- 
age, I oannob reconcile it with tho ri atoning 
of Willes, J., la R. vb. Mycook, 12 Cox C. 
C , 28, and of Cookburn, C. J., in ex parto 
Barford, 8 Cox C. C , 405 

In tho former case Willes, J., remarks 
that tho prisoner had no moro right to de- 
prive tho father of tho girl, of his proporty 
as it were, in hor, than ho would havo a 
right to go into hia ahop and carry away 
one of his tolosoopoa or optical inatrumenta. 
By the samo reasoning then, it eeema to me, 
a man, finding a girl under sixteen, and 
discovering her home and parentago, has no 
more right to doprive the father of the girl, 
of his property as it wore, in hor, by keop- 
ing her, than would a man finding one of her 
father's toloBcopes or optical instruments in 
the streets, knowing it to bo hor fathor's, to 
keep it and appropriate it to his own use. 
He would be bound to return tbe teleBCjpo, 
and, so it seomo to me, would bo to restore 
the girl. 

In ex parte Barford : Howoo and Hop- 
kins wore not in any way responsible for the 
girl's leaving her father's house, but they re- 
tained possession of hor, knowing of her 
pirentago, and Cookburn, C. J., remarkB 
that If they had baen indicted under tho 9 
Geo. IV, o. 31, s. 20, no one could doubt 
thab they would havo been liable to be con- 
victed of the olfenoo. 

That case alao lays down the prinoiple fol- 
lowed In re Agar-EUis, L. R. 10 ah., div. 49, 
thab a father, if there bo no disqualifying 
cause, has a right to the custody of a female 
ohild up to the age of sixteen, although sho 
be unwilling to livo under hia caro and con 
trol. Chief JuBtioe Cookburn gave the 
judgment of Hill and Blackburn, J. J., and 
himself, and sbatod that In coming to the 
concIaBion which they did, they had con- 
sulted with the judges of the other courts, 
all of whom wore unanimous in opinion 
with the judgeB of that court. 

At most, then, what took place hero was 
a conditional abandonment of tho parents' 
possession. If the prisoner was prepared to 
meet hor and marry her, or whatever it 
may be, tho girl wbb prepared to abandon 
► her father'a possession, nob othorwlao. Un 
der these conditions, than, her father's pos 
session continued until the purpose of her 
comiDg here wua accomplished by the pris 
oner taking her away. 

I am therefore of opinion that the prison- 
er's offenco was wholly porpetrated in Brit- 
ish Columbia, by his there taking tho girl. 
Hello Rookwood, out of hor fathor's posses- 
sion, and that tbe conviction should be 
affirmed. (Sd ) Theodore Davik, C. J 

Mr. Jastioe Creaao's judgment concurred 
with that of the Chief Justice. 

Mr, Justice McCroight's judgment, after 
setting forth tho facta as they oamo out at 
tho trial, proceeds 

Having regard to the remarks made by 
the judgeB in Reg. vs. Mankletow, 6 Cox 
Criminal Cases at p. 146 and BOO the 8&H16 
case in 22 L.J., M.C., at p. 117 ; Reg. vs. 
Mycook, 12 Cox C C , p. 290., ib appears 
essential to the case being within the aot 
that the girl should bo " in the possession of 
her father, or othor person haviDg the law- 
ful control of her " ab tho timo of the un- 
lawful taking, and, sitting as a juryman 
(and a judsjo sitting in appeal like this haa 
b> dlsoharge the functions of a juryman as 
woll as a judge), it becomes incumbent on a 
judgo to determine whether the girl was in 
the possession of her fathor on her arrival 
in Victoria, so aa to bo takon out of that 
po8sosBlon by the prisoner in that 
place ; and a judgo must find 
that such poBsesaion of the father con- 
tinued in Viotoria up till tho timo of taking; 
and the judge must be Batlafied on this polnb 
beyond all reasonable doubb. I must Bay 
that, far from being satisfied as to such pos- 
session beyond a reasonablo doubt, I should 
find reasonable to concludo thab the girl had 
abandoned such possession before leaving 
Port Tov/nBend for a foreign country. From 
this point of view alone I think the convic- 
tion oannot be suattained. 

Bub there la a further point of view from 
which I think tho conviction cannot 8tand. 
In Rogina v. Olifior, 10 Cox C.C, 404, 
Baron Bramwoll pointa out that in that case 
tho persuasion of tho prisoner conotitutod 
tho inotivo cause of tho girl loaving her 
home. The letters which paeBod botweon 
the girl and the prisoner, and which, 
of course, only operated In Waahiugton, 
leave no doubt on my mind that thoy were 
tho main and tho motivo cau3o of her leav- 
ing, and, if so, some material factors in this 
caso took place out of tho jurisdiction of thie 
court, and tho difficulty ia analogous to 
what used to tako place at common law bo- 
foro remedied by atatute, whore a man ro- 
colvod a fatal blow in a foroign country and 
died in England. 

I havo only to add that I am quite unable 
to Bay, as a juryman, that the evidence in 
this caso warranted tho conviction.

Mr. Juatico Walkom concurred in the 
judgment of Mr. Justioo McCroighb to 
qnush tho conviction. 

Mr. Juatioo Drako in his judgment Bald : 
In my opinion thia conviction must bo 
quashed. The offanco aimed at in tho ocd-3 
is taking a girl under tho ago of l(i out of 
the possession of und against) tho will of hor 
fathor. In order to give this court jurisdic- 
tion tho possession of tho fathor must bo 
within tho territorial limits of Canada. If 
the priBonor had gono over to Port Hadlock 
and personally asaiatod tho girl in tho olopa- 
mont, tho offence would bo complete in tho 
State of Washington and tho lawo of tho 
United StatoB would apply and nob our 
code. Instead of personally uusiating, tho 
prisoner arranged tho elopemonb by corres- 
pondence, and auppliod tho noceeBary funds. 
In my opinion tho resulb ia tho eamo, tho 
persuasion equally took placo in a foreign 
country. Tho prosecution ondoavorod, 
therefore, to show thab tho abduction, that 
Ib taking tho girl out of tho possession of 
hor fathor waa effected when tho prisoner 
mob her on tho wharf ab Viotoria, 
This is not bo, for if instead 
of tho prisoner some charitably dUposod 
person had mot her and taken her in charge 
ib could nob be said ho abduatod hor, al- 
though hor arrival hore was against tho will 
of hor fathor. There must bo Bomo aotivo 
stop within tho jurisdiction, to unlawfully 
got poseeBsion of tho girl agalnet tho will of 



induced by him; but, in ordor to convlot.tbe 
induoomeub must have been offarcd here. Of 
that there is no evidence ; in faot, tho evi- 
dence shosvo thab the prisoner pointed out 
to her that eho eou'd leave if ahe wished. 
Thi girl wh"n she arrived hero waB do faoto 
out of tho posBOBsion cf her fattnr. The 
statute contemplates a do facto possession, 
[f Bho left her father's houae on a visit 
with, hia consent, thio \v..uld bo consistent 
with actual possession if the fathor 
wai within the j irisdiotlon. But, if sho 
le't without his coieenc and went to 
a foroigQ cuucitry, she is tho person who has 
severed the conneotion between hor fathor 
and herself. And, although by following 
hor to the place of her rotreab ho may ba 
able to eotablieh a possession do jure, that 
la nob the possession contemplated by tho 
aob. 

I consider the oonducb of tho prisoner 
scandalous in tho extreme, but however bad 
and unnatural ho hau shown himself to bo, 
he haB not broughb himself within section 
283 All the oases cited deal with caneB 
whero tho parties were within tho jurisdic- 
tion from the firBt inducomont to tho ulti- 
mate removal. 

In R. v, Mondelet 21 C, J. 154, the auth- 
orities which wore cited and fully diecustel 
in tho argument were all reviiwod, and it 
was thoro hold that if a girl had loft home 
voluntarily and then met tho prisoner it 
would not bo a oaso within tho statute ; and 
for the purpoaes of thia case ib must bo held 
thab only the aota that took plaoo 
on Canadian soil can bo looked at. In R, 
v. Harpor, 16 Cox, 25S, whore a girl em- 
ployed as a barmaid, with hor fathor's con- 
Bent, was taken away by tho prisoner, it 
was hold he oould not bo convioted of taking 
her out of the custody of hor fathor, and in 
R. v. Miller, 13 Cox, 179, when a girl went 
to visit her parents from Sunday to Monday, 
but by arrangement with tho priBonor left 
her parenta' house on Sunday and went with 
him, ib waa held she waa not in her fathor'a 
posstseion ab tho time of tho alleged offence, 
but of her master. 

The30 oasea clearly show that there must 
be an aotual poBB9BBiou in tho fathor at the 
time of tho takinp, which, as I havo pointed 
out, was a taking on arrival of the boat in 
Viotoria, and I see no evidence of it horo.

When tho girl gave her 
evidenoo at Blythe'B trial she denied 
that there had boon seduction, but 
in spito of this it Is understood that aha has 
slnca changed hor mind, and thoro in also 
some other strong evidence that will bs pro 
duood. To-day at 2 o'clock Blytbe will bo 
brought beforo tho polico mugiatrato, but a 
remand will no doubt bo aaked for, so that 
the necessary witnesses may bo procurod

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HOUSEHOLD NOTES. 



T?ie Fitting or Bedrooms — Cnrlod Hair 
I'illows— liar< Floors, Etc. 

Bedrooms, ju country houses especial- 
ly, aro now fitted up with white ouam- 
eled furniture in preference to any other 
style. Tim enamel is only it smooth and 
fine sort of paint, of course, and articles 
of this description ought not to be us ex- 
pensive as those made of hard wood and 
polished, hut dealers usually ask as largo 
;i price as they can got, and when a 
thing is fashionable and everybody 
wants it the scale of charges is corre- 
spondingly high. In a room furnished 
with white fittings the woodwork should 
also be painted white and a pale tintod 
wall paper soleeted. For a north or oast 
room, huh loss the creator part of tho 
day, a light, warm wall coloring should 
be chosen, such as palest rose, olivo or 
yellow. Blue, gray and green, being 
cold colors, are better suited to southern 
and western rooms. 

Motal bedsteads aro now being sold 
in all sizes, at prices ranging from $4 
upward. All brass ones are rather ox- 
pensive, but tho painted iron ones, with 
brass trimmings, are quite pretty onough 
for any bedroom and aro far moro satis- 
factory than the wooden so called 
French bedstead, which is almost as 
clumsy as an old fashioned four poster 
and yet lacks tho latter 'a imposing ap- 
pearance. Tho brass knobs a»;d bars aro 
treated with some sort ot transparent 
enamel, so that they keep bright with- 
out being polished. 

If feathe r pillows are too warm for 
this weather, why not try one stuffed 
with cnrled hair? Most house furnishing 
shops keep them iu stock, but one may 
easily be made at home, if that bo pre- 
ferred. Two pounds of hair will hi 
enough for a pillow of ordinary size 
This should be picked apart boforo being 
• put in the tick, which process greatly 
increases its bulk. Somebody has lately 
invented a woven wire pillow which is 
said to be as comfortable as a hair filled 
ono and even cooler. 

If you have a bare floor, with wide 
cracks between tho boards, do not do- 
ludo yourself with the bolief that stuff 
ing them with putty will bo a short aud 
easy method of making tho floor pre 
sentable. The puttying process is a long 
and back breaking one, and unless tho 
floor is at once painted tho putty soon 
dries, shrinks and is swept out. Tho 
only sure way of conquering the cracks 
is to fill them with narrow strips of 
wood, which must bo glued in, allowed 
to dry and then planed down even with 
tho boards. This method is oven harder 
than puttying, and tho thrifty honso 
keeper who desires to "fix up" her house 
herself would better think twice before 
she undertakes it. 

In making sheets it is best to have a 
wido hem at hoth ends. When tho foot 
is indicated by a narrow hem, tho sheet 
is put on the bed tho same way every 
time, and the wear, therefore, coming 
always in the same placo tho articlo 
gives out a great deal sooner than it 
does if the cuds aro interchangeable. 

Household linen can bo obtained now 
at such low cost that it is worth while 
to lay in a stock. Tho buck and Turkish 
towels shown aro remarkably good bar- 
gains, while tho white quilts offered at 
low prices aro of excellent quality. 

If you have a pet cat who is under' 
tho weather from any cause, give her 
somo catnip tea, made with milk in- 
stead of water. She will probably drink- 
it readily, especially if she isnot offered 
tho choice of something else. There are 
so many families in which pets take tho 
vacant place of children that it may not 
come amiss to know that catnip is as 
good a medicine for pussies as for babies. 

If stockings of all kinds aro mended 
with heavy crochet silk instead of tho 
usual cotton or worsted yam, tho darns 
will last longer aud bo smoother and 
neater. Women of old fashioned ideas 
may cry out at this and call it a piece 
of wasteful extravagance but as a 30 
cent ball of silk will answer for six 
mouths' work, and by its superior wear- 
ing qualities decrease the amount of 
mending necessary, its use is a practical 
oconomy. Thoro is an old story told of 
a mail who paid 15 cents to have a bro- 
ken darning necdlo mended when ho 
could have bought a now one for a cent, 
and that is a not very much exaggerat- 
ed caricature of somo of tho thrifty lit- 
tle notions by reason of which we cheat 
ourselves into extra exponso or labor. 

It is said that a small piece of ice 
may bo kept for a long time by placing 
it on a piece of thick flannel stretched 
smoothly over the top of a bowl and so- 
cured around tho edge. Tho ico is then 
covered with another piece of flannel, 
aud the arrangement is complete. 

It is often less disagreeable to a sick 
person to take medieino from a china 
spoon than from a silver ono. Certain 
drugs contract a flavor of the motal 
when they are placed in it aud their 
unpleasantness is thus unnecessarily in- 
creased. A china spoon is not oxponsivo 
and may be obtained of any druggist. 

Although white embroidery silk is of- 
ten used for marking towels, napkins and 
similar washable articles, it is not so 
good for that purposo as linen floss. It. 
is apt, to turn yellow, especially if it bo 
boiled, while linen has all tho gloss of 
silk, with the additional merit of re- 
maining white. 

In making a scrapbook do not placo 
tho clippings even with tho edge of tho 
leaf. If a half inch margin is allowed, 
it will not only make tho page look bet- 
ter, but will preserve tho scraps from 
the chance of being torn and defaced at 
tho comers. For ordinary purposes 
small albums are hotter than largo ones, 
which art! clumsy to handle and awk- 
ward to keep. Isabella Proctor.

Sho is taking a placo in 
tho community which sho never hold bo- 
fore. Sho is restless and aspiring. Sho 
wants to bo, to kuow and to do moro 
than ever. Sho does not, like tho foro 
mothers, acknowledge her inferiority 
or her subordination, or anything of tho 
kind. Though sho possess her best rights 
already, she claims that there aro other 
rights which she ought to got in short 
order. Sho takes hold of politics with 
out fear; sho often makes public speech- 
es; sho goes into lots of kinds of busi 
ness on hor own hook ; sho enters the 
medical profession, as wo were remind- 
ed ouco moro this week, when tho great 
degree of doctor of medicine was con- 
ferred upon 25 young women wearing 
shovel hats and black silk gowns; sho 
earns her money at many a trade which 
formerly was tho oxclusivo property- of 
her brothreu ; sho strikes out for a larger 
measure of independence; she rides tho 
bicyclo as well as anybody; sho joins a 
club; sho is not at all alarmed at the 
sight of a man; sho often carves tho 
roast nt dinner and serves tho timid fol 
lows who sit at tho other sido of tho ta- 
ble ; sho has given ovidonco that sho can 
preach, priotieo law, or run a newspa- 
per, or write any number of hooks ; sho 
plays on tho stago a hundred times oft 
oner than tho woman of tho old stock 
sho is an oiTico hunter, especially when 
reform is up, and we may almost say 
that what sho cannot do is hardly worth 
doing.

The Battle With Flic. 

Housekeepers aro always glad of any 
information which will help them to 
conquer those enemies of their summer's 
peaeo — flies. Hero aro two items which 
experience has proved to bo of use in tho 
battlo. 

Wo all know how flies settlo upon a 
screen door in rainy weathor or those of 
tho kitchen in any weather, waiting for 
an opportunity to step in as soon as it is 
opened. If a cloth dipped in kerosene is 
rubbed over the outer sido of the wire 
and frame of tho screen, tho flies will 
not settle upon i t. They do not like kero- 
sene. Ono application will usually 
prove effectual for several days. 

Tho other agent — oil of lavender— 
for tho purpose of disposing of such of 
tho enemy as have already gained an 
ontrauco to tho house. 

Darken all tho windows but one. Tho 
flies will soon congregate on that, for 
flies enjoy tho sunshine as well as moths 
detest it. Now with an atomizer spray 
the window casing with tho oil of lav- 
ender and either loavo tho open bottlo 
upon tho sill or saturato a small cloth 
with some of it. Somo of tho flics will 
soon becomo stupefied and thon can bo 
brushed down and disposed of. If an 
atomizer is not at hand, rub tho casing 
with tho saturated cloth. It is also a 
good plan to rub tho oil all over any- 
place that tho flies like to light upon. A 
hanging lamp has often a great attrac- 
tion for them, but if shade and chains 
are rubbed over with tho oil they will 
not light upon it. 



Charlotte Jiarnwoll Elliott. 

Mrs. Charlotte Barnwell Elliott, 
whoso death is announced, was tho wife 
and mother, of bishops, as Abigail 
Adams was the wife and mother of 
presidents. She was the wife of tho late 
Bight Bov. Stephen Elliott, tho first 
Episcopal bishop of Georgia, and mother 
of tho lato Eight Bov. B. W. B, Elliott, 
tho first bishop of western Texas. A 
wider public interest attaches to her, 
however, as tho mother of Miss Sarah 
Baruwoll Elliott, tho author of "Jerry" 
and other admirable tales. 

Mrs. Elliott was born in Beaufort, S. 
C. , and was descended from tho Qibbses, 
tho Bulls and tho Barnwolls and related 
moro or less nearly to all tho woll known 
iiamos on tho Atlantic coast of that 
stato. As a girl in Washington she en- 
joyed tho bost intellectual sociotyof tho 
c.-antry by virtuo not only of hor social 
position, but also of a personal magnet- 
ism and charm which never desertod 
her whilo life lasted. In 18!3'J sho mar- 
riod tho Bov. Stophon Elliott of 
Charleston, then professor of moral 
philosophy and acting chaplain of uhe 
South Carolina stato university, at Co- 
lumbia. In 1840 Professor Elliott was 
elected bishop of Georgia, and ho and 
Mrs. Elliott removed to Savannah. Hero 
aud wherever sho went Mrs. Elliott was 
tho center of a largo circlo of friends. 
After tho death of Bishop Elliott she 
removod to Sowauee, Term., in 1870, 
whoro sho lived tho rest of her lifo. — 
Woman's Journal. 



Mrs. Black's Bequest. 
Mrs. Esther C. Mack of Salem, Mass. , 
who died seven years ago, left her large 
property to Dr. Mack for his lifo, to re- 
vert to public uses aftor his death. Dr. 
Mack has recently died, and $200,000 
will now go to Alfred Stono of Provi- 
dence, an architect, in trust, to erect an 
industrial school in Salem "for tho pur- 
poso of teaching tho females of the 
poorer classes of tlio city such usoful aud 
ornamental arts, occupat ions and trades, 
by which they can support thomsolves 
honorably and profitably." A large 
tract of land, beautifully situated in 
north Salem, is given to tho city as a 
public park, and there aro other useful 
bequests.

Mrs. Hodgson Burnett has, for tho 
present at any rati;, given up children's 
fiction. Sho recently finished a play 
which is to bo produced in New York 
noxt autumn. Sho is now engaged in 
her London home in writing a novel of 
English life, which is of a moro ambi- 
tious typo than anything sho has as yet 
attempted. 

Room In It Still. 
Woman suffrage is finding favor with 
stato legislatures', and tho time scorns to 
bo not far distant when it will bo cou- 
coded in every direction. What with 
voting and bicycling, lovely woman's 
mind will bo so occupied that hor cup 
of happiness should bo full to overflow- 
ing. — Boston Herald.

Conference With the Exhibition 
Committee Abont Arrangements 
lor Children's Day. 



Trustee Marchant Ventilates a Griev- 
ance, But Fails to Find 
Much Sympathy. 



Tho honorary seorotary of the exhibition 
association, Mr. C. E. Renouf, waa the 
apokesman of thoir committee who met the 
school board at 8 o'clock last evening to dis- 
cuss plans for Children's Day, to bo observ- 
ed on Soptember 18. Other members of the 
committeo present woro Messrs. C. E. 
Redforn, G. H. Brown and N. Shakespeare 
Mr. Charles Hayward, chairman of the 
board, presided, the other trustees present 
being Maseru. Loyal!, Glover, Marohant 
and Lewis, and Mrs. Grant. The prinoipals 
of the several public schools wore also in at- 
tendance. 

Secretary Ronouf asked for a holiday for 
the publio school children, and he read tho 
outline of a programme intended to be 
carried out on the grounds under Inatruotor 
St. Clalr'a direotion, should the children at 
tend as proposed. The musloal performance 
spoken of cannot be given, because Mr. J 
G. Brown, who wbb to have trained the little 
ones, has taken a civic appointment at Elk 
lake, which makes it Impossible for him to 
train tho children. He had heard some ob 
jection to the plan of having the children 
march to the grounds, but pointed oub that 
it is necessary to have them arrive in some 
organization if thoy aro to be admitted free 
— aa the ohildron of all schools, publio and 
private, will be if thoy arrivo as BOhools. 

Miaa Cameron stated tho obj motion of 
some of the teauhers to having the children 
maroh out, on the ground that the 
diatanoo ia too great ; and a discussion 
aa to poBaiblo transportation arrangements 
followed. Mr. Shakespeare stated that the 
tramway being in tho hands of rocolvors no 
ooncossion in tho way of reduced fares can 
bs arranged for, oven if suffioient cars could 
be provided. Sovoral persona expressed 
great aonfidonce in tho ability of all but the 
very emallost children to walk tho distance, 
and at 8 55, after a fiaal. protest by Mies 
Cameron, tho matter was left in Btatu quo, 
and tho regular business of the board com 
msncod with tho roadlng of tho laBt minutes, 

H. E. Poarse, of room 45, 34 Viatoria 
street, Toronto, wrote that a client of his 
had information which would enable the 
board to recover a oum of money long due, 
and whioh he would state on promise of 50 
per cent, of the amount. Tho matter was 
loft to tho chairman. 

Honry Carral wroto resigning his position 
as janitor of tho Victoria West school, and 
verbally asked that his resignation tako 
effect August 31. Accoptod and request 
grantod ; a successor at §22.50 a month to 
be advertised for. 

Tho provincial lands and works depart 
mont was thanked for tho gift of twolvo 
maps, unmounted, and it was decided to 
defer mounting until tho board'd finances 
improve. 

The prinoipals of tho fivo graded schools 
woro by resolution requested tooouaidcr ond 
roport upon tho matter of officially pro 
nouncing upon tho teaching ability of pupil 
teachers, with a view to tho Ibsuc of certifi 
oatoa by tho board. 

Ib was docided to aok the education do- 
partmonb for a holiday in tho schools on 
Wednesday, Soptombor 18, tho proposod 
cnildren'B day for tho oxhlbition. 

Tho mattor of transportation arrange- 
menta for tho ohildron waa reforrod to a 
special committeo with powor to act, on tho 
understanding that tho children of all the 
divisions down to ond Including tho sixth 
moot at tho Control sahool and maroh from 
thero. 1 

Trustee Marchant complained that Miss 
Carmichael, the newly appointod teacher of 
tho eighth divison in tho South Park aohool, 
had been placed with thab class In tho old 
James Bay Bchool building, whoroas whilo 
Miss Franck taught tho class ib waB in the 
South Park building, tho ninth division be- 
ing then in tho James Bay building. He 
moved that Miss Cameron, t ho principal, bo 
instructed to roplace tho alusi.es ub formerly. 

MIsb Cameron being pruuenb, and uakod 
to explain, said sho had originally Bent the 
ninth division to tho James Bay building 
because it bud only occupied temporary 
quarters in tho South Park school, This 
torm, however, sho thought ib bottor, in tho 
oxoroiso of tho authority givon her by the 
board, to send tho eighth division to the 
Jamca Bay building, and bring tho very 
young childron of the ninth division under 
hor own porsonul auporviaion In tho South 
Park Bohool. 

Mr. Lovoll and Mrs. Grant thoughb tho 
explanation quite satisfactory, and tho 
Chairman advised thab tho resolution be 
withdrawn. This Mr. Marohant rofuaed to 
do, as he considered ib "moat rightcoua and 
honorable," and would nob withdraw it 
" though the heavena fall."

DURRANT'S trial. 

Unlikely That a Jury Can Be Secured From 
tho Present Venno- Attempt to Be- 
smirch I'astor Gibson. 

San Francisco, Aug. 26 —The trial of 
Theodore Durrant for tho murder of Blanche 
Lamont waa reaumed to day. The last 200 
names of the 600 veniremen drawn from the 
criminal service were used, leaving tho 
venire completoly exhausted. Two more 
jurors were seourcd to-day, making eleven 
in all. 

When Durrant's preliminary examination 
for the Lamont murder was being held, 
Bov. J. Gibson, pastor of Emanuel church, 
was asked by Durrant's counsel if he had 
ever been pastor of a church in Rominy 
street, London, England, and ho replied 
that he had not. Defendant's counsel said 
that a Kev. Joseph Gibson, whilo paBtor of 
the Rominy street church, became Involved 
in a aoandttl through attompted famllarity 
with the iudieB of hia congregation. He was 
compelled to leave England and oomo to 
America. The defendant's counsel insinu- 
ated that two Gibsons aro ono and tho some. 
Robert Lynch, Mr. Gibaon'e private secre- 
tary, said that Jesse and Georgo woro fel- 
low students at Spurgoons College in Lon- 
don. Thoy formorly proaahed ab Rominy. 
Lynch declareB bhat Jesse always boro a 
good reputation. 

Captain of Detectives Lees also atatea thab 
tho story conneoting Rov. J. Georgo Gibson 
with Kov. Jeeao Gibson, who waB forood to 
loavo Rominy streob Baptist church, Lon- 
don, because of improper intimaoy with 
eirls in his London church, waa improbable. 
When tho Emanuel ohuroh murdora firat 
oamo to light Lees looked up pastor Gibaon'e 
record both in Amorica and Groat Britain. 
Ho traced his caroer atcolltgein Edinburgh, 
and found that thero ho bad a clussmuto 
named Jesse Gibson, whom Loos bellevoB to 
haoe been the immoral London paBtor. 
Leoa says that in Gibson's wholo career, 
from tho oradle to tho prcaont timo, there ia 
no blot. Scotland Yard dotootlvoa in Lon- 
don helped in tho investigation, and Lees 
aays this story trying to connect Gibson 
with his namesake in London is a sohemo of 
tho defense to throw suspioion off Durrant 
long enough to aoouro his acquittal boforo 
ib can bo provod that the pastor of Emanuel 
church was novor acoueod of immorality in 
London.
